Amateur radio is a valuable asset to the communities in 
which we live when natural disasters and other emergencies occur. | 
realize that the frequencies under consideration for change (restrictions 
for Hams) are primarily for space communications and that Amateur 
Radio is a lower priority. But a LOT of Hams do use the 900MHz band. 
Meshtastic LORA to quickly gaining in popularity and use. There are 
literally millions (probably more like hundreds of millions) of devices 
already on the 900MHz band. LoRaWAN alone has grown quite a bit in 
the United States. NextNav also wants the 902-907MHz portion of the 
band which is primarily where Amateur Radio weak signal work occurs. 
And they want the 918MHz to 928MHz chunk too! So, NextNav wants 
15MHz of a 26MHz band! That will REALLY crowd what little bit of band 
would be left for the other users. 


| urge you to NOT make this change to the spectrum in favor of NextNav.
